A mile farther sou th was another 
man half dead from fatigu e and oxpnsu re. 
1 ho propeller passed so close to him that ho 
cou ld cl most hav e heard her, hu t ho was so 
fu r gone that he nev er once raised his head.

Times newspaper alone, bu t all real estate

OUS GRAVE ROBBERY 


y« *I« l l>y a Man Who shou ld Know the 


I n s i d e F a c ts — H o w A. T. Htewa rP s Ho nes 
Were Iteenv ered ami D e p o s it e d in the 
Place H e H a d Unlit fo r T h e m — Ghastly

New Y o rk , Oct. 31.— Kx-Su perindent of 
Police George W. Walling is preparing 
a 
book soon to bo pu blished to be called “ Ih e 
Recollections of a New York Chief of Po­ 
lice,” 
An entire chapter of tho book will bo 
dev oted to the mystery which has so long 
su rrou nded the body of the lato A. T. Stew- 
nrt. 
The ex-Bu perinteu dent professes to giv e 
the only tru e story of tho stealing of tho 
body, and alleges that the body was su bse­ 
qu ently retu rned to tho representativ es of ex- 
Ju dge Hilton. 
Mr. Walling says the body 
was missed on Wednesday, Nov . 7, 18 78 , at 
7 a. in., and that Frank Parker, assistant sex­ 
ton of St. Marks’ chu rch, made the discov ­ 
ery. 
Tho v au lt in which tho body had been 
placed was in tho center of tho chu rch-yard. 
Tho v au lt was entered throu gh a squ are hole 
in the roof, and throu gh this apertu re the 
casket containing tho body was hoisted by 
the thiev es. 
On tho morning after tho rote 
bery Ju dge Hilton offered $30,Odd reward for 
information that wou ld load to tho conv ic­ 
tion of tho thiev es. 
The first clu e came throu gh Gen. Patrick 
H. Jones, postmaster of Now York, who 
notified Su pt. Walling that an old soldier 
who had serv ed u nder him professed to know 
something abou t Stewart’s body and, with 
encou ragement, wou ld giv e information lead­ 
ing to Its recov ery, 
lfer. Hilton declared he 
wou ld nev er pay ono cent for tho body u nless 
accompanied by the thiev es in irons. 
Gon. 
Jones was persistent, and wanted to work u p 
tho case and arrange for tho bu ying of the 
body, bu t Ju dge Hilton remained obdu rate 
and the case was dropped. 
The robbers next opened negotiations di­ 
rectly with Mrs, Stewart, who was anxiou s 
to recov er tho body. 
Mr. Walling then goes 
on to state that no trace of the robbers was 
fou nd 
u ntil 
Janu ary, 
18 *3, 
when 
Mr. 
Jones 
came 
to 
headqu arters 
with 
the 
plate, 
silv er 
knoLs 
and 
handles 
belonging to the casket, and some letters 
which he had receiv ed pu rporting to hav e 
been written in Canada and signed “Henry 
G. Itomaine.” In one letter Romaine offered 
to retu rn the body for $350,000, stating that 
tho remains were bu ried in the Dominion. 
Mr. Walling then goes into the details of the 
negotiations between tho thiev es and Mr. 
Stewart’s friends, carried on throu gh “per­ 
sonals” in The New York Herald. 
After 
sev eral hitches tho thiev es finally agreed to 
take $¿0,000. 
The conditions of the deliv ery 
were stringent, and Mr. Walling giv es them 
as follow : 
“The messenger with the tnonev was to 
leav e New York at 10 p. in., alone, in a one- 
liorse wagon, and driv e into Wostcliostor 
cou nty along 
a lonely road, which was indi­ 
cated on a map sent by the thiev es. 
Homo 
time before morning, if the man was acting 
in good faith and was not accompanied or 
followed by detectiv es, he wou ld tie met 
and giv en fu rther information. 
A you ng 
relativ e of Mrs. Stewart u ndertook the haz­ 
ardou s errand. 
Two or three times du ring 
the night lie was certain that he was closely 
watched, bu t it was 3 o'clock when a masked 
horseman rode u p, gav e the signal agreed on 
and tu rned tho bu ggy u p a lonely lane. 
The 
strange v isitor here left him, directing him 
to driv e on. 
At the end of another mile he 
became aware that another wagon was block­ 
ing the way. 
Ho halted, and ¡i masked man 
promptly appeared and 
brou ght forward a 
bag to his bu ggy. 
The messenger was then 
conv inc 'd by certain proofs that the body 
was the missing on« , and he at once tu rned 
ov er the money. 
The robbers retired a few 
feet and carefu lly cou nted it. 
Then they 
mov ed off to their v ehicle, and the messen­ 
ger retu rned the way ho had come. 
“The next night a freight car went ou t to 
Garden City containing nothing except a 
tru nk, and on it sat a man who had spent the 
prev iou s night in the loneliest part of West 
Chester cou nty. 
An empty coffin had been 
already place» ! in the cathedral there, and at 
the dead of night two men transferred the 
l>ones from the tru nk. 
They then placed the 
coffin in an inaccessible v au lt beneath the 
dome. 
If any one shou ld ev er again tou ch 
u nhidden the v au lt which holds the bones of 
the late merchant millionaire the tou ch wou ld 
release a hidd<*n spring, which wou ld ring the 
chimes in the tower and send an instant 
alarm throu gh the to w n.”

The Canadian Pacific is bu ilding a branch 
lino to Sau lt Sto. Marie, which tho Du lu th,

An international bridge is

Mario before Christmas. 
The 
Canadian Pacific will take a portion of the 
western grain and produ ce a t tho “Su o,” and 
hau l direct to Montreal for shipment to Eu ­ 
rope. 
The Milwau kee it Northern, which 
ojierates 3.» (J miles of road between Milwau ­ 
kee and R ¿pu blic, Mich., connects with the 
D. 8 .S. iY A. at tho latter point, and be- 
twen Milwau kee and Chicago semis freight 
and passengers ov er tho Chicago, Milwau kee 
ó c » St. Pau l. 
Tho Milwaukee & Northern has bo ught the 
lo ng defunct Ontonagon <St Brule railroad, 
two nty -two rnilos in length and laid o v er logs 
and stumps, with ties fo ur feet apart. 
This 
“ ro ad” was built to earn a large land grant. 
Tho line will bo rebuilt and ex tended to o 
junctio n with tho D., S. S. & A., after which 
tho Milwaukee & No rthern will run through 
trains from Milwaukeo to Onto nago n, using 
tho So uth Shore line’s track between Repub­ 
lic and Do gberry . 
By this arrangement the 
Milwaukee & No rthern gets a Lake Superior 
terminus at Ontonagon and the Duluth, 
South Sho re & Atlantic gets a direct line tc 
Milwaukee.

The chief dispatcher sickened o f reporting 
each hour additio nal deaths and horrors and 
called Moore to the key . 
The y o ung man

Howard and Frank Gould, and Mrs. Noyes, 
Mrs. Gould’s sister. 
Despite the rum ors of 
arrest, which have been so freely circulated, 
no obstacle was placed in Mr. Gould’s way, 
and when the steamship left the pier ho was 
standing near the forward foot-railing sur­ 
rounded by his family, waving adieus to his 
friends on the pier. 
During the day Mr. Gould was busy a r­ 
ranging his affairs. 
A t the W estern Union 
office he was besieged by reporters, anxious 
to learn something of his intentions, and alsc 
to obtain a definite statem ent with regard tc 
whether he would sail Saturday or not. 
To 
all he gave evasive replies. 
Shortly after 
Doon ho left his office in company with his 
son George. 
They went directly to the Fifth 
Avenue hotel, where lunch was served. Here 
George parted with his father, and Gould 
senior was ail ready for his voyage. 
A few moments later three carriages rolled 
up to the private entrance to the hotel, and 
in these the members of the party were driven 
directly to the wharf of tho Canard com­ 
pany, where they 
arrived 
about 2 o’clock . 
The members of the party went immediately 
to their rooms, situated a little aft amidships 
on the spar deck , facing the companion- 
way leading to the main deck . 
A t the saloon 
companion way the party was rnet by C upt 
Shack ford, of the A talanta, 
Air. Gould,s 
yacht, w ho, at tho req uest of Air. Gould, ac­ 
companied the party. 
On reaching the state-rooms wraps were 
thrown aside, and the financier and capital­ 
ist was soon ready to see his friends, who 
came by the score to wish him God speed. 
Among tho first to arrive were 
George 
Gould anti his wife, M anager F. 
K. Hain 
and Superintendent Galloway (of the Man- 
hattan Elevated), Husseli Sage, J. Pierrepont 
Morgan, John E. Cole, and Mr. Miller, a 
brother of Airs. Gould. 
Reporters lined the narrow walk s between 
tho deck and state rooms. 
Seeing them, Mr. 
Gould walk ed over to the group and shook 
hands with each one very cordially. 
After 
the hand-shak ing had been gono through 
with, Mr. Gould, with a happy smile, ask ed 
the gentlemen of the press w hat lie could do 
for them. 
“W hat do you w ant me to say?,: 
he continued. 
“Don’t talk business, though, 
for I am think ing of nothing but pleasure; 
that is what I am bent upon at present, and 
expect to attend to for the next three or four 
mouths.” Then, w ithout aw aiting a reply, 
he stated his plans as follows: “We will meet 
the A talanta a t Marseilles, and from there 
we will continue our voyage, touching at all 
tho prom inent ports in the M editerranean. 
I 
am sorry,” he added “that I did not sail in the 
A talanta 
Incoming steamers speak of the 
delightful passage from European ports, aiid 
the yacht would have encountered just such 
weather. 
Still wo have excellent q uartors on 
the U m bria here. 
“Aly business affairs while absent will be 
look ed after by my son George, who is thor­ 
oughly capable, and I rely ui>oa him, aided 
by tho ml vice of my friends. 
I wish you 
would deny the statem ent that my physician 
goes with me. 
I am not sick , and need only 
rest. 
I expect to bo a t home in the early 
spring. ” 
Air. Gould then shook hands with tho re­ 
porters again and rejoined h's friends. 
George sent the only flowers the family re­ 
ceived—two 
beautiful bask ets and 
throe 
pack ages of fruit. 
Counsellor DeLancey has sent a letter to 
District Attorney M artine protesting against 
allowing Jay Gould to sail, and holding him 
responsible for his failure to arrest Air. 
Gould on the crim inal charge in connection 
with the Kansas Pacific securities. 
Mr. 
Martine, however, decided that there was 
some grave doubts about tho success of tho 
prosecution of Air. Gould, and refused to act. 
In an interview with a World reporter Fri­ 
day night, Mr. Gould said there was an 
arrangem ent between the W estern Union 
and the Postal companies for a 25 cent rate 
between the exchanges in different cities, as, 
for instance, between the produce exchange 
here and the board of trade in Chicago. Out 
side of this exchange business the opposition 
company will charge 5 cents less than tho 
W estern Union to im portant points. 
The 
W estern Union rate to Chicago will bo 40 
cents and the other 35 cents. 
This is a re­ 
duction of 10 cents l'or the W estern Union. 
It does not go as low as its com petitor lx 
cause it- does not feel that it can do business 
profitably at the lower rate. 
There will Lo no advance in rates except 
possibly to some distant points, and on tho 
other hand there will be some very m aterial 
reductions. 
Air. Gould did not think tho agi­ 
tation fcr governm ent control of the tele 
graphs was a serious one. 
Ho thought the 
more the m atter was look ed into the less the 
government would desire such a change. The 
system of m utual arrangem ents between the 
telegraph company a n l tho railroads for 
maintenance of wires and offices, which were 
very economical on both sides, could not con­ 
tinue if the governm ent owned tho telegraphs, 
and conseq uently tho telegraph 
business 
would be operated at an enormous yearly 
deficit. 
The governm ent telegraph system 
of England was run at a los3. 
There is very 
little water in the W estern Union stock , 
now. 
The so-called w ater is counter-bal­ 
anced by the investm ent of earnings in new 
lines and valuable eq uipm ent 
Regarding 
cable rates Mr. Gould said nobody was m ak ­ 
ing any money a t the current figures. 
It 
was difficult to harmonize all the conflict­ 
ing interests, but he presumed some agreem ent 
as to cable rates would ultim ately be ar­ 
rived at, as it was not fair to suppose that 
the companies wished to do business indefi­ 
nitely a t a loss. 
Air. Gould did not think the alarm about 
excessive railroad building and over-specula­ 
tion in western real estate well founded. The 
country would soon catch up with any tem ­ 
porary excess of railroad building, and the 
land speculation had been carried on mostly 
on local cred it. Any collapse would be of limit 
ed effect. He himself had bought no western- 
real estate except a little^ in St. Louis, where 


there had been a *ap • r,;,d gradual rise. 
The 
I Missouri Pacific had no present intention of 
■ becoming a transcontinental line. 
The low 
i price of Missouri Pacific stock was, of course, 
i due to the Atchison and tl to ISt. Louis & San 
j Franci.-c » c*mq » a?ii■»» paralleling some of its 
linos.

T h e M a in fo ld W an t© In A m e ric a n L ivin g* 
W h e re th e W o rkin g m a n *» M on ey Cloe» . 
Scien tific men ure too apt to hhoot oy er 
the head s of the people in the d iscussion 
of plain matters, but what Professor At­ 
water had to say on “ Food ,” In -fore the 
American Association for the Ad van ce­ 
men t of Scien ce, n t its recen t meetin g in 
this city , was at on ce suggestive an d prac­ 
tical, 
He n oticed an d blamed , as every 
on e must, the wastefuln ess which marks 
American home ad min istration , whether 
amon g the rich or the i>oor. 
lie might 
well liave in sisted on this poin t, habitu­ 
ally overlooked by the people who pro­ 
fess the d eepest in terest in social ques­ 
tion s, for reform with regard to it would 
in stan tly d ispose of much that workin g 
people call by the n ame of a grievan ce. 
Those who really d esire to help the work­ 
in gman (an d most men in this world have 
to work), will show him, if they can , 
how far he is able to con trol his own 
future by livin g within his mean s, 
This 
is the true secret of in d epen d en ce, an d 
the man who can learn to apply it for 
himself has solved the problem of life. 
fl|The wastej in American livin g is, as 
Professor Atwater shows, man ifold . We 
buy more food than we n eed ; part of it is 
eaten an d the rest, which has cost hard 
earn ed mon ey , is thrown away ; or it is 
eaten merely because it is Bought, an d so 
the sy stem is overload ed an d sickn ess fol­ 
lows; or food is bought because it seems 
to bo- cheap, an d eaten un n ecessarily , 
when less of a Ix-tter kin d would have 
d on e good ; or mon ey is thrown away on 
what is called a d elicacy , which is, in 
most cases, a mere momen tary ticklin g 
of the palate. 
It is within the truth to 
say that at least half of the d aily exjjen se 
of an American family for food an d 
d rin k is wasted ; an d the waste* is un par­ 
d on able. 
Meat seems to be a n ecessity 
for most jM*rspn s, but n early every on e 
eats it too often . 
Those who are d oin g 
hard bod ily labor d urin g the d ay n eed 
meat, perhaps, twice a d ay in mod erate 
quan tity ; hut even they would d o U tter 
to take at on e meal a soup, or stew, mad e 
of the meat which would otherwise U> 
thrown away . 
Man y a man whose y early earn in gs 
amoun t to 81,000 throws away on use­ 
less or on hurtful food an d d rin k at least 
|100—an d il must n ot be suppotled that 
by d rin k lx*er or whisky is mean t. There 
is abuse of milk an d of tea as well as 
abuse of beer; an d the man who has his 
livin g to make should spen d his mon ey 
on ly for thin gs that he can use. 
A small 
piece of meat cooked with vegetables by 
simmerin g on the fire furn ishes a whole­ 
some an d n ourishin g meal for an y family , 
rich or ptior; an d for vegetables there is 
a wid e ran ge of choice. 
Tin * potato, use­ 
ful as it is, is too exclusively relied on , 
while the family of the peas an d bean a, 
so exten sive an d so n utritious, is n eglected . 
There are man uals of d iet to be had , from 
an y on e of which an in telligen t mother 
of a family can learn in a short time how­ 
to choose an d how lx?st to prepare the 
comparatively in expen sive table for her 
household in place of the extravagan t 
d ishes that n ow keep her an d her hus­ 
ban d poor. 
The mod eration on which Professor At­ 
water in sists as n ecessary for the health 
an d the in d epen d en ce of workmen is still 
}» ossible for each on e; but there must be 
given to the subject a serious atten tion 
an d stud y . 
There must be co-operation 
between the husban d an d the wife, an d a 
settled purpose* to make the d ollar brin g 
in its value. 
The men of scien ce reach 
their con clusion s from the stud y an d the 
comparison of man y thousan d cases, an d 
their hearer, if liis min d is open to the 
truth, must con fess that their theory 
agrees, poin t by poin t, with his ow n per­ 
son al experien ce as a bread win n er.— 
Fran k Leslie’s.

stove, there are n ot a great man y men 
who have mad e a practice of hun tin g 
bear at all. 
On e sud li in cid en t as that 
which occurred , two y ears ago. in the 
Big Horn scares a good man y . 
A poor 
fellow there came on a bear, a small cin ­ 
n amon , feed in g on an elk he had killed , 
lie fired an d woun d ed it; the U*ar re­ 
treated , an d lie followed . 
Comin g up 
with it, again he fired , when the liear 
charged him. 
Try in g to reload (he used , 
I heard , a sin gle shot Sharp rifle), the ex­ 
tractor came off the empty shell, an d , of 
course, he was d efen seless. 
He evid en tly 
d rew his kn ife an d used it d esperately ; 
for when they foun d him the bear lay 
n ear him, d ead , with man y kn ife woun d s 
in it, but it had killed him first. 
In 
short, both on accoun t of the d an ger an d 
by reason of the great d ifficulty of seein g 
them, it scarcely pay s to hun t bear alon e.

While a reputable d octor looks 
upon ad vertisin g in a gen eral way as 
somethin g tabooed , man y of us, 1 d oubt 
n ot, in our y oun g d ay s have resorted to 
d rivin g rapid ly through various streets 
in the mid d le of the d ay . 
I n ever kn ew 
this little scheme to han g fire, an d by the 
time I got l« iek to the ofiire I frequen tly 
foun d two or three calls on the slate. 
“ An officious frien d of min e,” con tin ­ 
ued the d octor, “on ce ad vised me to set­ 
tle in the coun try , where the competition 
wasn ’t so great. 
In six mon ths I came 
n ear starvin g to d eath, 
The place was 


HO sparsely peopled an d the patien ts so 
far apart that my time an d clothes were 
worth more than my fees. 
By sellin g 
my library I man aged to buy a horse an d 
buggy , an d go to work on the co-opera­ 
tive plan .

early d ay s of struggle a frien d twitted 
him upon takin g so lon g to cure a patien t, 
‘Why , m an ,’ replied the old d octor, *1 
have so few patien ts that I can ’t afford t« » 
cure an y of them. ’ 
“Speakin g of quacks,” con tin ued the 
d octor after a y iause, “y ou would 1 *- sur­ 
prised what a stron g hold the empirical 
fratern ity 
lias ui>on n ervous 
people. 
They aii* easily con vin ced that there is 
somethin g awful the matter with them.
